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Duke Hits Indictment 
On‘NoNegroJurorPlea’

MONROE, Feb. 21—Atty. Daniel Duke, of Atlanta, sought to free 
a Negro client Saturday on the grounds that he was indicted in a 
county excluding Negroes from State jury lists. 


Duke filed a suit before Judge 
H. H. West in Walton Superior 
Court here asking that murder and 
arson charges be dropped against 
Isiah Grimes, accused of burning 
two Negro churches and a Negro 
school in Loganville. 

At the same time, Duke issued 
a statement asserting that 120 of 
Georgia's 159 counties exclude 
Negroes from jury lists in viola- 
tion of their constitutional rights. 

Duke said, in the suit, that 
Grimes was indicted by a grand 
jury obtained from the regular 
grand jury list. He charged that 
the grand jury list and the petit 
jury list do not contain names of 


any Negroes. The petit jury charge

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More Alien Communists 
Headed Abroad as Push Gains 


By JACK ADAMS . 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—(#)—A postwar push to get alien Com- 
munist leaders out of the country has not reached full stride. 

In recent weeks the hands of the U. S. Immigration Agent has 
been falling With increasing frequency on the shoulder of the alien 
Communist with this announcement: “Here is a warrant for your 

cexckesenoieee deportation.” 

More than 30 arrests have been 
made. Half dozen actual deporta- 
tions have occurred. More are “on 
the list” for exclusion proceedings. 

The Justice Department, which) 
runs the Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service, declines to call this 
a “drive.” It says that these prp- 
ceedings represent “an accumula- 
tion of cases.” It points out that 
during the war deportations were 
made even more complicated than 
usual by lack of shipping and feasi- 
ble destination points for the de.

Two new products have been developed to combat fogging 
of eyeglasses, automobile windshields or other glass surfaces. 
One is a liquid that cleans the glass and leaves an invisible 
film to resist fogging. The film lasts a relatively long time, 
says Engineering Associates, St. Charles, Ill. A second method, 
developed by the Du Pont Company, puts an anti-fogging chem- 
ical into cloth. The glass is simply wiped with the cloth, and 
one application is said to last several hours. The anti-fog chem- 
ical in the cloth is a “soapless soap” which makes moisture 
condensing on the glass spread over the surface as a clear film.

Kentucky had no objection or criticism. 

President Stokes, of LSU, stressed the fact that the responsi- 
bility for enforcement of any regulations was with the coaches. He 
also wanted a limitation on the number of scholarships and ques- 
tioned what to do with the boys signed to grants-in-aid who will 
enter school next September. 

Mississippi State, Mississippi and Tennessee announced support.

For Latching On to Pro Gold?

At Georgia

ATHENS, Feb. 21 — Atlanta's 
Bill Bradshaw, who saw limited 
service last Fall because of a 
broken foot, seemed the best bet 
to take over the No, 1 center spot 
for Georgia next season, As the 


Bulldogs wound up their first 
week of Spring practice Saturday 
with another scrimmage. 

Bradshaw, who came to Georgia 
from Boys High, where he was an 
All-Southern pivotman, played a 
large part of the ’Gator Bowl game 
New Year’s Day. And with Mike 
Cooley graduated, and Gene Chan- 
dler shifted to end, he has the in- 
side track to a first-string berth. 
Joe Jackura returns at center, 
along with several others to add 
reserve strength. 

Coach Wally Butts was still in 
Birmingham at the Southeastern 
Conference meeting Saturday, but 
the Bulldogs raced through a long 
scrimmage featured by the run- 
ning of Floyd Reid and Lukie 
Brunson, expected to be the regu- 
lar halfbacks next Fall. Reid, who 
was shifted to right half from full, 
was Georgia’s top runner last sea- 
son, 

Joe Geri, whose determined run- 
ning from right half sparked the 
Bulldogs in several games last 
Fall, was back to fullback Satur- 
day. He was a fullback before be- 
ing shifted at the outset of last 
season. Geri, who weighs about 
185, makes up for a lack of speed 
with lots of determination.

Atlanta was not “in the same 
boat” with St. Louis, the Atlanta 
League of Women Voters claimed 
Saturday in answer to a statement 
made last week by Secretary of 
the Treasury John W. Snyder, to

The Secretary said one Govern- 
men in his native city had not 


proven the entire answer. 

“The trouble with St. Louis,” 
said Mrs. John M. Bredfeld, Presi- 
dent of the League, “is not with 
its one Government but with its 
lack of vision in drawing the origi- 
nal boundaries when one Govern- 
ment was set up in 1876. St. Louis 
has now grown beyond these boun- 
daries. But although it has the 
same problem of every city—that 
= residents moving to the sub- 

is greatly minimized by 
the fact that there is no double 
taxation under the one-Govern- 
ment plan. In St. Louis they pay 
either city or county taxes, not 
both as we do in Atlanta. St. Louis 
has certainly profited by one Gov- 
ernment, despite present difficul- 
ties. 

“As to Fulton County’s bounda- | 
ries, we have an area of 548| 
square miles, with vast_rural dis- 
tricts to take care of expansion 
for years to come. Of course, the 
only way we can fairly have one 
Government in so large an area is 
‘through tax differentials. Rural 
residents would pay for garbage 
disposal, street lighting, sewage 

etc., only if and when 
they feel the need for such serv- 
ices and are willing to pay for’ 
them: 

“The League advocates one 
Government to replace the pres- 
ent governments of Atlanta and 
Fulton County as the best solution 
to our complex problems. The new

To Lose Peace:

Former Secretary of War Robert Patterson, who helped lead the | 


United States to victory in World 


War II, warned Americans Satur- | 


day night to guard against dividing prejudices lest they lose the | 


peace. 

Speaking here on the eve of 
National Brotherhood Week, Pat- 
terson emphasized the importance 
of national unity in the prevention 
of another war. 

“Until the time comes when 
Soviet Russia ceases to be aggres- 
sive; until Soviet Russia changes 
her present policy of an unfriend- 
ly attitude toward us, the best as- 
surance of peace is to build and 
maintain a national defense,” 
Patterson declared. 

“The dictators in Moscow under- 
stand military strength and have 
a profound respect for it. That is 
one point in their policy that 
never changes. It is my firm con- 
viction that a powerful defense is 
at present the only means at hand 
of preventing the recurrence of 
war.” 

He emphasized that “no thought- 
ful man or woman wants to do 
away with religious, racial and na- 
tional differences.” But he urged 
that “we do away with those preju- 
dices which spring from our racial, 
religious and national differences 
for the sake of our world and our 
own normal selves.” 


Patterson, who now is a prac-{ 


ticing attorney in New York City, 
held a press conference shortly 
before his dinner speech sponsor- 
ed by the National Conference of 
Christians and. Jews at the At- 
lanta Athletic Club. 

He pumped for the Marshall 
Plan in answer to reporters’ que- 
ries on international affairs, call- 
ing it the “strong step toward 
world peace.” An advocate of 
United Nations, he expressed the 
belief that a successful Marshall 
Plan could force Russia to change 


her attitude in the United Na-. 


tions.

WOMEN VOTERS AROUSED 
Campaign for Honest Politics 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


Georgia’s current running bat- 
tle between its political factions 
has resulted in the growing sus- 
picion in the minds of many by- 
standers that something is wrong 
with Georgia’s election system. 
People are beginning to suspect 
their democratic elections are du- 
bious, and many have hinted that 
they’ are not honest. 


This is a matter of concern to 
the Georgia League of Women 
Voters, who know that if people 
lose confidence in their own form 
of government, democratic prin- 
ciples everywhere will suffer. 


Accordingly, the League is 
launching a state-wide drive to 
activate citizens and inform them 
regarding political party organiza- 
tions and Georgia's election ma- 
chinery, to insure honest, fair 
elections in 1948. 


The organization has requested 
the co-operation of civic groups 
all over the state to form com- 
mittees in each county to accom- 
plish five goals: 

Ask grand juries for a secret 
ballot;

Practical Civic Service Oftered 
By Community Christian Church 


A happy contrast to the admit-| 
ted “whiskey hijacker” who last’ 
week was sentenced to a prison 
term for cruelty to children in her) 
charge is the Free Day Nursery 


which was opened last Monday, 
with no fanfare, at the Com- 
munity Christian Church, 180 
Mereland Avenue, S. E. 


If there is a good substitute for 
a home for those children whose 
mothers must be away from them, 
this is it. 


The culmination of a dream of 
a dynamic young Atlanta Minister, 
the Rev. Emmett A. McNabb, this 
nursery school is a project sup- 
ported entirely by the members of 
his church and designed to render 
a service to “deserving working 
mothers.” 


Located on the grounds of the 
newly constructed first floor of 
the church which this inspired 
minister has led for the past 
three years, the nursery is ideally 
equipped. It is under the direction 
of Mrs. Henry Stockton, a gradu- 
ate of William and Mary College, 
who majored in social service. 
Her assistants include more than 
40 women of the church, espe- 
cially qualified for handling chil- 
dren, who have volunteered their 
services as instructors and help- 
ers. Now that their own children 
are in high school, these mothers 
are pooling their time to make 
sure there will be at least one 
woman for every three or four| 
children at the nursery. ; 

Enough registered nurses have 
volunteered to donate their one 
free day a week to this service to 
enable the school to have a nurse 
on duty every hour of the school 
. day—from 7:30 a. m. to 6:30 p. m. 
Several pediatricians, practicing 
physicians and dermatologists 
have already notified Mr. McNabb 
that they will come at his call. 


The big, spotiess kitchen of the 
church is staffed by motherly, 
white-aproned church members 
who roll up their sleeves at 9 a. m. 
to have ready for these children a 
glass of orange juice at 10 a. m., 
a well-balanced lunch promptly at 
noon, and a mid- “afternoon feeding 
of cookies and milk. A hot supper 
is given those children whose 
mothers are unable to pick them 
up until the end of the day. 

Among the 50 children enrolled 
during the first week are three 
babies only three months old. Im- 
maculate baby beds complete with 
lace-trimmed pillows and sterile 
toys fill the infant division of the 
nursery, where babies one month 
old will be accepted. 

At the foot of each little bed is| 
a chart giving the individual | 
formula and feeding schedule of! 
that baby. Helpers for this divi-

sion are chosen for that rare qual- 


‘ity of gentleness which makes a 


baby cuddle up instinctively, 
knowing that it is loved. 


For the older children, there is 
a wisely chosen schedule for the 
day, including such health requi- 
sites as a daily inspection by the 
nurse, elimination routine, a mid- 
day nap, outdoor play when the 
weather permits, and an afternoon 
rest. Children are allowed a 
period of free play, have a speci- 
fied program of creative work, 
and are taught how to pick up 
their toys and how to play and 
work co-operatively. Each morn- 
ing, there is a short devotional 
period, 

Children enrolled during this 
first week of operation have come 
from all parts of the city, and rep- 
resent families of many faiths. 

Typical of the parents who have 
availed themselves of this serv- 
ice is the quiet, serious-faced man 
who brought his two youngsters 
to the school that first morning, 
explaining that his wife was too 
ill to care for their babies and that 
he had left for work every morn- 
ing burdened with the fear that 
they might suffer during his ab- 
sence. With tears of gratitude in 
his eyes, he pressed a five-dollar 
bill on Mr. McNabb. 


“But, we don’t charge for our 
service,’ Mr. McNabb explained. 

“Won't you please take my little 
.offering and use it to help some- 
one else,” the laborer insisted. “I 
would like to pay this much every 
month, I want to contribute all I 
can to your work.” 

The wife of a GI called, ex- 
plained that her husband was at- 
tending a dental school and want- 
ed to complete his work so that 
he could provide adequately for 
her and the two babies. 

“But, unless I go to work,’ he 
will have to quit school,” she said. 
Both of the children are now in 
the nursery. 

Another mother brought two 
little ones that first day, explain- 
ing, “I work eight hours a day in 
an industrial plant, and have no 
one to leave them with, except 
their older sister. She does the 
best she can, but I worry about 
them. Now I know they will be in 
good hands. You don’t know how 
grateful I am. I must work, you 
know. We have so many mouths 
to feed.” 

Interest already manifested in 
the project indicates that soon the 
nursery will have to be enlarged, 
if adequate provision is to be 
made for all mothers who urgently 
need this help. But this is not 
worrying Mr. McNabb and his co- 
workers. 
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which can easily be used as a nur- 
sery during the day,” he ex- 
plained. “And the members of 


the church have voted to forego 
the building of the sanctuary for 
a few years and utilize our $100,- 
000 fund for whatever is needed 
to make this church a real com- 
munity center. 


“If a church is to mean anything 
to the community it serves, then 
the life of that community should 
center around the church,” he 
emphasized. “That has been my 
feeling since I first decided on the 
ministry as a profession. And, for- 
tunately, that is the way the mem- 
bers of my congregation feel. 


“We have a daily round of activ- 
ities here at the church, in which 
all of the 325 members drawn 
from all sections of the city, en- 
joy a warm fellowship. Our Youth 
Center is open every night in the 
week. Here youngsters of every 
denomination enjoy welcome rec- 
reation under the supervision of 
a man trained in the leadership of 
youth. Following every Sunday 
evening service, the whole congre- 
gation joins in our coffee hour,

Education Facing. 
A Crisis in U. 5.

This is a column about buildings fall- 
ing to pieces, plumbing out of order, teach- | 
ers falling short of their goals, children who do not measure 
up in learning. 

Of course you recognize the description because you 
may be one of the little knots of citizens who have finally 
had enough of bargain-basement education, and have 
called upon your school superintendent to find out what 
he was, going to do about it. 

You have pointed belligerently at the $3,000,000 budget 
for Fulton County schools. “Where,” you have demanded, 
“has this money gone, and for what?” 

It is very simple. It is like berating your cook because 
she makes poor fare’ out of dry beans and cold loaf bread 
when it was all you provided when she began to prepare 
the family’s meal. 

We haven't enough school money. 

Nobody has, any place in America. Everywhere, they 
say, public education is facing a crisis. It is tied in with 
obsolescent buildings, booming birth rates, meager salaries 
that have not even pretended to keep pace with necessity, 
curricula that did not take into consideration the dynamic 
pace of today’s living. Everywhere people are having to 
re-evaluate their machines of education and decide which 
parts should be replaced, which parts abandoned, which 
ones simply strengthened. 

Nationally, America spends $125.41 per child per year 
for education. It isn’t enough, they worry. 

Georgia spends $64.92 per child per year for education. 
Only three States spend Jess: Arkansas, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi. 

Fulton County spends more than the Georgia average. 
It spends $101 per pupil per year. It is still far lower than 
that national average, considered alarmingly inadequate. 


This is what Superintendent Paul West tells the people 
who await his answer about clogged plumbing and leaky 
roofs. He is rather new in our superintending business and 
it stands to reason he would like to know a better and an 
easier answer ... but there he is, stuck with the truth. 


There are two reasons for this set of facts. 


Either we are not providing enough money from our 
taxes, or the money we are providing is not being spent 
for what we consider most important. We are the ones 
to decide which of those is true. 

If we object to someone “economizing” with our children 
to get a few more votes at election time, it might be some- 
thing to consider later. 

If, however, we are not paying enough tax money, we 
— suggest that the Board of Education levy the five 
mills it has not yet levied, which it is permitted under 
our own legal ruling. 

It could be we are ahead of our leaders. It has been 
true, nationally, quite a few times. 


It has been remarked by newcomers to Atlanta how 
much lower our taxes are than those in other similar com- 
munities. It sounds fine to the ear, but it costs us, just 
the same. We get what we pay for. 


Supt. West, a lifetime teacher, says he intends to pro- 
fessionalize the Fulton County School System, no matter 
what else he accomplishes. He wants to see teachers paid 
from $2,400 to $3,600 for classroom work (a very modest 
budget); he wants to strengthen physical education, arts 
and music and other enrichments he considers “qualitative 
rather than quantitative” education. 


There are a lot of statistics about where school money 
comes from, and right now there is hope of Federal aid, if 
the bill passes Congress, bringing a possible $508,000 to 
Fulton’s overburdened system. And there are always 
rumblings about income sources rejected here ... such 
things as licensed liquor and pinball machines and even 
lotteries. 


“And you know,” mused Mr. West, “it is very dis- 
couraging to us in the teaching business to know that 
America spends four times as much for liquor as it does 
for its boys and girls.” 

We might think of that the next time we hold a protest 
meeting about cold food in the lunchrooms or no paper 
towels for lavatories that won’t function in the first place. 
It’s easy to guess what we’d do about those failures in 
our own home. 


And who else owns our schools, anyway?

In the early days of radio, the spark transmitter was the only 


available equipment suited for amateur use. 


The only way intelli- 


gence could be transmitted was by turning the transmitter on and 


off—“keying” it in cade. 

World War I accelerated radio 
development and shortly afterward 
amateurs began to replace spark 
transmitters with vacuum tube 
transmitters. Radio telegraph was 
still the only method of communi- 
cation commonly used, and all fre- 

uencies were assigned to code, 

being no other service. 
As the art progressed, radio 
became an important 
means of communication, and 
later came the teletype, radio 
printer, facsimile, and now, tele- 
vision. 


._ Commercial radio quickly saw 
the advantages of other means of 
communication over CW. Teletype 
replaced code on most land lines, 
and the highspeed printer replaced 
it on point-to-point and _ trans- 
oceanic circuits. Voice opened up 
broadcasting, police radio, and 
other services. 

The FCC recognized code was 
of decreasing importance and 
dropped it as a requirement for 
many types of licenses. Code has

Abused Babies 
Cry Out for Help 


Mrs. Edna Roseberry was an ex-convict. 
She had been convicted as a whiskey “high- 
jacker.” Her record indicated past association of 
a criminal nature. Her husband and her associates at the time she 
became a convict, were, from the record, underworld characters. 

She came to Georgia and Atlanta and began operating a board- 
ing house for babies. 

Last year a baby was suffocated in her “home.” 

Police could find no evidence of criminal involvement. 

But this year the facts, which for a year had made of the 
— home” a place of horror in neighborhood discussions, came 
out. 

Witnesses testified to a drunken Mrs. Roseberry staggering 
around while a small boy lay dazed on its bed, blood coming from 
its mouth and nose. 

Other witnesses reported small babies thrown on the floor; 
beaten because they cried; cuffed and abused; of wailing suffering 


and piteous screaming. 
One Night Neighbors wondered why something wasn’t done. 

They reported to the police. The police looked. When 
they looked there was no visible evidence of wrong-doing. The 
tiny babies, unable to talk, could not bear witness. 

But one night there was. 

A l-year-old baby girl was brought from the Roseberry house 
of horrors to Grady Hospital. The tiny baby was covered with 
bruises. Horrified attendants called police. 

Mrs. Roseberry went to jail. 

A jury sentenced her to two years in jail. 

How many other places of horror there are in Georgia and At- 
lanta no one knows. But all suspected there were more. 

Why? A shocked community reacted as expected. It asked why 

? a convicted criminal, with a background of violence and 
criminal associates, should be running a baby boarding house in 
Atlanta—or anywhere else. 

The answer was that the people had not been interested enough 
in providing laws against it. 

Unless five or more babies are “boarded,” no license is required. 
Even then there is no medical inspection of the person running 
such a home. There is no screening of character or criminal past. 
Nor is there any provision for regular inspection of such places. 

If less than five are kept, no license is required. 

The most sordid character—women worse, even, than Mrs. 
Roseberry, who slapped year-old babies and threw them on the 
floor until blood ran from their mouths and noses—can at any 
time go into the business of boarding babies in Georgia. 


The victims are not always the babies. There are the 


Victims She we 

We persistently refuse to face the fact that the population pat- 
tern of this nation has changed. It is no longer rural. It is an 
urban country with most of its populations in cities. 

We deplore the fact that our birth rate isggoing down again, 
now the war is over. We say that people just don’t seem to want 
the responsibility of children any more. 

But in the next breath we attack as wasteful and “expensive,” 
smacking, indeed, of the New Deal, the establishment of day nurs- 
ery homes for children of working mothers. 

We refuse honestly to face the fact that many working women 
would like to have children, and would have them if it were pos- 
sible to have them cared for in the working hours. 

We also refuse to admit the fact that many mothers have to 
work and that our callous refusal to help provide low-cost day 
nurseries forces them to take their children to “homes” such as 
Mrs. Roseberry ran. 

Mrs. Roseberry, apparently, like all such others, could appear 
as a kindly person to those desperate mothers who, having to work, 
and unable to provide a nurse or find a nursery, turned their chil- 
dren over to her cruelties. 


Laws sons in other States might be surprised at results from 
investigations of their own “baby farms” or “homes.” Newspapers 
learn, too, that it is wise to have the Children’s Welfare Office 
check the advertisements of such “homes.” Police, who also like 
babies, are shocked when they find a Mrs. Roseberry. 

All of us, it seems, have gone along with the sugary idea that 
everyone loves babies and treats them well. 

- Too often the reverse is true. There are monsters who treat 
them inhumanly. 

What can we do? 

Cities without laws could summon council and pass laws, using 
those tested and proved in other cities. County Commissions could 
do the same. State legislatures could follow with State laws. 
These laws could provide for screening of applicants for license, 
with requirements of references, health examinations, inspection 
of homes for safety, heat, sanitation, and so on. Applicants should 
not be dependent on income from children. These are a few things 
that can be done. 

The odds are we will forget and wait for anothef Mrs. Rose- 
berry and a brutal assault on a child, to be shocked for a day or 
so and sink back to await another.

What Is the Real China Policy?

WASHINGTON—Behind the singularly fraudulent China aid 
program prepared for the Congress, there lies a remarkable Ad- 
ministration, or at least a George C. Marshall, policy toward China. 
That policy is being concealed, and its existence will undoubtedly 
be denied. But the real thinking about China, on which the pres- 
ent phony aid program was formulated, may be bluntly summarized 
as follows: 

To rescue the regime of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek will 
require a very great investment. Its rescue will also be, at best, a 
very messy business. The United States has neither the cash nor 


the stomach to do the job. 
Red Peril If the Chinese National Government is not rescued, 
it is admitted that the Chinese Communists will gain 
control of China down to and including the Yangtse River valley, 
and may gain control of all China. The old opium dream that the 
Chinese Communists “aren’t really Communists” no longer persists. 
The new, and almost vaguer, hope is that the Communists will 
either be corrupted by their new power or in some other way will 
eventually relax their grasp on the gigantic prize now almost within 
their hands. 

These theories being the basis of our real China policy, the only 
excuse for asking Congress for $570,000,000 of funds for China is 
that political pressure must sometimes be yielded to. This also is 
half admitted. For the rest, it is agreed that sending $570,000,000 
of scarce commodities to China, when China’s real needs are for 
arms and assistance in stabilizing her currency, is the Operation 
Rathole of all time.

A few, like Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, have been constructive 
in their advice on China. But these are exceptions in the Gov- 
ernment. The great majority of policy makers have not even at- 
tempted to understand our own past tragic errors: such as the 
gigantic investment in opening the Burma Road, which cost us East 
China, undermined the National Government and was officially 
declared worthless as a military highway a fortnight after the fan- 
fare of the opening; or the American role in the successive politi- 
cal crises of the Chiang Government, in which apr decisive influence 
was so ignorantly and stupidly used that we twice promoted the 
triumph of anti-American elements. 


Because this sort of criminal folly did not pro- 
What Course? duce good results in China, it is inferred that 
wisdom must also fail to produce good results. The whole study 
of the great majority of those making China policy has been not 
what can be done, but the difficulties of doing anything at all. And 
the impossibility of doing anything about China has been proved 
by grossly, but again no doubt unconsciously, misleading docu- 
mentation. : 

This does not mean that our present China policy cannot be 
defended. The Communists may conceivably be unable to hold 
China after they get it. It will be undeniably expensive and messy 
to rescue Chiang Kai-shek’s Govefhment. What is utterly indefensi- 
ble, however, is the hypocrisy of our China policy’s presentation, 
and the concealment of its inherent risks. These risks admittedly 
include geographical link-up for the Soviets with the embryo Com- 
munist movements of Southeast Asia, prevention of Japanese trade 
with the China coast and creation of a situation in which the 80,000,- 
000 Japanese must either join the Soviet-Asiatic sphere to live or be 
terse subsidized by the United States at unimaginable cost. 
These risks, it must be realized, add up to a clear possibility of Far 
Eastern war in a few years.

Basic Principles of One Government 


Any one government plan adopted to replace the present governments of Atlanta and Fulton 


County shoutd be the result of concerted commun ity 


thinking. 


The League is suggesting in its 1948 program only certain basic principle which it believes should 


underlie any proposals made: 

1. A small representative Council, elected by 
the people to fix policy only, and a City-County 
Manager appointed by and responsible to the 
Council, 

2. A Board of Education elected by the peo- 
ple to fix policy only with power to appoint the 
School Superintendent and to set the school 


. tax rates. 


3. A standard Civil Service system for all 
departments of the City-County government. 

4. A separate tax rate for each service, levied 
only on property in the area receiving that serv- 
ice, all such rates on any item of property to be 
billed and collected together. 

Item four perhaps calls for some explanation. 
It provides for taxation only in accordance with 
services received. This means that the new City- 
County government would not levy the same tax 
rate throughout the whole area, Rather, urban 
services would be extended only on a basis of 
need, and any financially ruinous extension of 
these services would be controlled by the ines-

capable requirement that those receiving the 
services must pay their share of the cost. 


Obviously garbage collection could not 
be extended all the way te Noreross, nor 
street lights placed on every cow path. This 
provision relieves the new of 
such duties until the urban periphery de 
velops and as the people settling there need 
and will pay for the benefits received. 

As to how one government can actually be 
accomplished, the new Constitution makes it 
far easier than the old. League studies show that 
it can be done by a very brief Constitutional 
amendment plus a general law providing for 
City-County consolidation. This law could. be 
either a general law of local application or a 
general optional law. In any case, it should not 
become effective without a vote of 
concerned. One government cannot be 
unless it has the interest and support of all eiti- 
zens in the community.

So the boys are seeking, for the first time in 
their emerald-trimmed careers, to economize.

ot only has THE CRISIS reached the critical 
int with the exhaustion of the American loan, 
t there are dozens of minor crises equally be- 
wildering and causing equal hardships. 


Granting that there are sound economic 
reasons behing some of the above paradoxes 
(as in the case of the azaleas which Britain 
had te buy from Belgium in order to get 
sorely needed steel), it still remains true 
that the difficulties and confusions have 
been multiplied by the Labor Party’s deter- 
mined insistence on putting their own the- 
eries of socialization into practice at this 
critical time. 


I am not saying that al! these plans are 
either good or bad, but what is appallingly clear 
is that their introduction now could hardly have 
been worse timed. Added to the crisis diffi- 
eulties and perhaps preventing attention being 
focussed on measures for sheer survival are tre- 
mendous rows over socializing medicine, over 
civil aviation losses, over nationalizing gas and 
electricity, over raising the school-leaving age 
(and thus—at this of all moments—starving in- 
dustry of badly needed workers), rows over peg- 
ging wages, limiting profits, restrictions and more 
restrictions. Doesn’t that add up to “confusion 
worse confounded”” 

But to get back to Mr. Blades. He wrote to 
the British magazine ‘Motor’’-in regard to Amer- 
iean tourists visiting Britain: “I know of five 
people who have decided to cancel a visit if this 
(gasoline) ban continues. In the words of one 
of them: ‘If they want to recover and encourage 
visitors, how can they be so nutty?’” 

It should perhaps be said that he and his 
friends are partially under a misapprehension. 
Although no private motorist here now gets

ANY petrol, visitors are entitled to SOME, 
enough, in fact, to cover 270 miles a month for 
a maximum of three months. Though whether 
it is worthwhile to ship a car across the Atlantic 
to run in a month the equivalent of a single trip 
from Atlanta to Charleston is another matter. 
The 270 miles a month is the British Roard of 
Trade’s idea of “welcoming” tourists. 


What happens here is that businessmen 
with petrol allowances can drive to and 
from their homes but are not allowed to go a 
block out of the way for a drink at a pub. 
Rose Macaulay, the famous author who is 
not exactly young, says that she would rather 
ride a bicycle than ask the Board for petrol. 


We have the amusing spectacle of trucks 
towing each other so that one can save gas and 
sell it on the black market: and the not-so-amus- 
ing spectacle of publishers riding three blocks to 
lunch while children walk ihree miles to school. 

A clever friend of ours came up with this 


idea: “Since almost everything is rationed, pleas- 
ure could be, too. You could have pleasure units: 


so many for a packet of cigarettes (at the cur- 
rent price of 75 cents a pack), so many units for 
an American film. And if I don’t smoke or go 
to see ‘Lassie Comes Home’ then I ought to be 
allowed units for driving. Why not?” 

But few persons are amused these days. 
Many are baffled and bewildered, others ap- 
prehensive, and some are just plain angry. What 
they want to know is this: Are they suffering 
for the sake of recovery or for the benefit of 
the Labor Party?

March, April Costliest Months 


Th Ceorgin

In the next two months 1,132,- 
929 acres of Georgia timber will 
go up in smoke, costing owners 
oie 419,000, if 1947’s rate of forest 

destruction is carried over 
ae 1948. 


These two months, March and 
April, are the year’s costliest 
from the standpoint of forest fire 
losses. Fifty per cent of an aver- 
age year’s total of Georgia forest 
fires occurs in them, according to 
the U. S. Forest Service. 

The reason, the foresters point 
out, is that in these months the 
farmers burn off their newly- 
cleared land, the debris of last 
year’s crops, and start thousands of 
trash fires in their Spring clean- 
ing drives. 

All too often such fires get out 
of hand, sweep into adjoining 
woods and fields. 

Debris burning on the farm is 
one of the chief causes of forest 
fires. 


You can help reduce Georgia’s 


terrific loss from forest fires by 
observing a few precautionary 
rules recommended by the U. S. 
Forest Service. These rules fol- 
low: 

1. Never set a fire on a dry or 
windy day. The best time is to 
burn off your fields or set your 
debris fires as soon after a rain 
as possible. 

2. Always wait: until 4 p. m. 
ogee setting a fire. By that time 

wind direction and velocity 
ae likely to be stable, thus reduc- 
ing the chance of the fire getting 
beyond your control. 

3. Before setting your fire, 
ways notify your neighbors. This 
will alert them against the pos- 
sibility of the fire getting out of 
control. It also will keep you 
within the bounds of law. There 
is a Georgia law requiring you to 
notify your neighbors, or adjoin- 
ing land-owners, as to the location 
and — of setting a fire. 

4. In setting a fire, set it so 
that = fire will burn against the 
wind and not with the wind. This 
will you a safety strip. 

5. Be certain, too, to always have 

a good line, or fire-break, raked 
ie plowed around the area to be 
burned. The line should be three 
or four feet wide and cleared of 
all inflammable materials (leaves, 
trash, brush, etc.) down -to the 
bare dirt. 


6. Always have enough helpers 
on hand so if the fire should begin 
to get out of control it can be 
checked. 


7. Always have on hand a suf- 
ficient number of tools for fight- 
ing and controlling the fire—rakes, 
shovel, axes, swatters, pine tops 
Water and dirt also are fire-fight- 
ing utilities. 

Should your fire get beyond con- 
trol, there are two methods of 
fighting it. One is the direct, and 
the other the indirect method.

—pine tops, swatters, or what have 
you. Pouring water or dirt onto 
the fire is also useful. In fighting 
fire this way, which involves 
small fires and those which are 
not spreading rapidly or burning 
intensely, one works around the 
edges of the fire. 

The indirect method of fighting 
is brought into play when a fire 
becomes too unwieldy or too hot 


follow this method, you always be- 
gin at what the foresters call the 
head of the fire; that is, in the 
direction and at the point of its 
fastest spread. 

Then you begin constructing a 
fire-break or line, which is a strip 
cleared of all inflammable ma- 
terial, right down to the bare

is usually begun from ‘100 feet to 
a quarter of a mile beyond the 
point of fire, depending upon the 
size of the fire involved and tak- 
ing into account the wind direc- 
tion and velocity. 

The break encircles the entire 
fire which you are attempting to 
contain. Breaks are constructed 
with middle buster plows, a plow 
and tractor, rakes, hoes, shovels 
and axes—anything that will clear 
a strip of all inflammable ma- 
terial. 

Once you have constructed your 
break, you then set your backfire.

' famous Empress of Russia 
was the daughter of Christian 
Augustus, Prince of 

Zerbst, and his wife Johanna. Cathe- 
rine was born in 1729 at Stettin, 
where her father, a genera! in the 
Prussian service, was military com- 
mandant. 

The child's upbringing was strict 
and somewhat narrow-minded. Since 
she had neither wealth nor looks, 
a. faced the prospect of almost cer- 

spinsterhood.

In 1744 Catherine was betrothed 
to the Grand Duke Peter, heir to the 
Russian throne. The marriage took 
weg in August, 1745, at St. Peters 


therine immediately applied 
herself with characteristic energy to 
the study of the Russian language, 
which she mastered completely, and 
to the study also of the Russian 
people, their customs and their char- 
acter. 

Though she kept her purpose to 
herself, she had already determined 
to be one with her future people, not 
only their ruler but their true repre- 
sentative and the agent of their des- 
tiny. 

At her marriage she exchanged 
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Anhalt. . 


the Lutheran Church for the Rus- 
sian. Later, ascending the throne, 
she gave up her baptismal name, 
Sophia Augusta Frederica, for the 
title Catherine II. 

For obvious reasons her marriage 
was fiendishly unhappy. The Grand 
Duke was an idiot, with the brain 
of an unusually dull child. He spent 
his time playing with toys. Physical- 
ly, as well as mentally, he never ap- 

manhood. Unfortunately 
aware that his birth was more ele- 
vated than his wife’s, he treated Cath- 
erine with contempt, even insult. 

For a while she was faithful to 
the strict code of morality in which 
she had been brought up, but when 
the Empress, whose throne the half- 
wit was to inherit, explained that in 
order to keep the throne in the fam- 
ily, there must be children, Catherine 
adjusted herself to the idea. 

The number of her admirers, from 
Arlov to Zubov, was prodigious, 
though uncertain. Likewise for the 
children. Three were passed off for 
the Grand Duke's, the rest were born 
and brought up surreptitiously. 

As soon as her husband inherited 
the throne, a group of her suitors 
obligingly assassinated him. 
then took charge of Russia herself. 
She improved the conduct of her 
court and the government of her em-

severe as that of any other despot, 
she was temperate in her food and

In her ideals for the emancipa- 
tion and education of her people, she 
was in advance of her time. It was 
natural but it certainly amazes us, 
that she insisted on moral cprrect- 
ness in the -behavior of the ladies. 

The one purpose of her life, she 
liked to say, was to secure the great- 
ness and the safety of Russia. Her 
attitude toward Poland, Greece and 
Turkey was dictated by*her pro-Rus- 
sian principles, but in her foreign pol- 
icies generally, she neglected her 
armies, often placing them under the 
command of incompetent favorites, 
and even when she enjoyed military 

she was not capable of 
turning them, as she wished, into a 
favorable peace. 

Her great fame rests on the mir- 
acle of the control she established 
over a vast country in which she was 
a foreigner, opposing in her political 
ambitions the land from which she 
came. Having by temperament grandi- 
ose ideas, failing to appreciate the 
value of military power — though 
Frederick the Great was her near 
neighbor—she maintained the great- 
ness of Russia and the security of 
her throne by her understanding of 
human nature and by her genius for 
seizing the opportune moment.

Kiesler and Fritz Mandl exchanged 
vows at Kar'l’s Church in Vienna with 
over 200 guests in attendance, Mandl, 
according to Hedy, was 33 at the 
time. His by now 17-year-old bride 
soon discovered that her married life 
was no more private than the wed- 
ding ceremony. Hedy says: 

“We were entertaining morning, 
noon and night. We had two butlers, 
a huge staff of servants. There sel- 
dom were less than 30 people at a 
meal. Our guests ranged from indus- 
trialists to royalty. 

“All the time I was blind to the 
intrigue going on around me. I found 
my only real happiness in the com- 
parative privacy of our hunting lodge 
away from Vienna.” 


Mandl, who gave $100 tips to*wait- 
ers and flashed sheaves of $1000 bills 
when he had a whirl at New York 
night life in 1939, never showered 
ready cash upon his pretty wife. 

Instead she had charge accounts. 

“T had everything in the way of 
clothes and luxuries, even 10 fur 
coats,” admits Hedy, “but no cash.” 

The stormy days of the Lamarr- 
Mandl marriage are best remembered 
here for the legend, denied by Fritz 
but confirmed by Hedy, about the 
tycoon's attempts to buy up every 
print of the film, “Ecstasy,” which 
caused its star almost as much un- 
happiness as her ill-fated marriages. 

From a sensational point of view, 
the highlights of this picture were 
shots of Hedy flitting through the 
woods wunclothed to bathe in a pool 
and a closeup of Hedy’s reactions in 
a scene that could well have inspired 
the title of the film. 

Hedy has plenty to say 
these sequences: 

“I was 15% years old when I 
made that picture. The famous love 
scene was shot in a few minutes one 
day after the Jeading man and most 
of the company had gone to lunch.

There she also wed and shed two 
more husbands, Producer Gene Mar- 
key and Actor John Loder. 

The romantically persistent Mandl, 
meanwhile, was not too disconsolate 
over the loss of his young wife. 

In 1939, Mandl, after fleeing Aus- 
tria and apparently losing his $60,- 
000,000 fortune, showed up in New 
York with a thick bankroll and with 
a beautiful new blonde, Hurta 
Schneider. One night, at a gay cafe 
party, he announced that he had mar- 
ried her. 

Later, from Argentina came ru- 
mors that Mandl was building up a 
new arms empire. The American State 
Department cracked down on him in 
1944, branding him as a trader with 
the enemy. Hs was arrested and fled 
to Uruguay. Somehow, he returned 
to Argentina and became a citizen. 

But for all his stubbornness and 
millions, his third marriage now is 
on the fritz—and Hedy Lamarr has 
brusquely rejected his overtures: in 
her direction.

ON’T mind if your little girl 
talks about her new acquaint- 
ance, a friendly dragon, or if 
your little boy says he has a knight 
in armor and a pirate as playmates. 

They are day dreaming, of course, 
and among many children that is 
quite normal. Their talk of fancied 
companions indicates a lively imagina- 
tion,-and this is a sign of intelligence. 

It should not be curbed. It should 
be encouraged. Up to about the age 
of five, their strange tales of unreal 
people and imagined happenings 
should not, of all things, be grounds 
for punishment or ridicule. 

If you are a wise parent, you will 
enter into the spirit of make believe, 
and accept your child’s world of 
fancy, for to mmny children it is a 
real world and the people and crea. 
tures in it are real. 

Famous people in many walks of 
life had such imagined childhood play- 
mates that they never forgot them. 

James Russell Lowell, the poet, 
had quite a company of them. His 
were a race of little 
folk from the Mid- 
die Ages and they 
walked New Eng- 
land paths with 
him. They talked 
to him, and he to 
them, and always 
every one was

It seldom is lone- “ 
liness, anyway, 
that turns a child to day dreaming. 
In the midst of a family gathering, 
your youngster may stake out a

Julian Green, the novelist, had 
fancied playmates with whom he 
talked what he said was a secret 
language. The goings-on so fright- 
ened the maid that for a ‘while she 
thought the house was haunted. 

No one could be troubled by the 
invisible friends of George Sand, the 
French writer. She went out into the 
woods alone to meet them, and there 
for her favorite, whom she named 
Corambie, she said she built a chapel 
where they could talk things over. 

Punish your children for day- 
dreaming and they may withdraw 
from you more miles than you can 
count in light-years. You may even 
lose them for a while, for their dreams 
may turn in a new direction. Un.- 
known to you, they may, in fancy, 
be inflicting on you a revenge abetted 
by their own particular brown bear. 

Gertrude Atherton, the writer, had 
to overcome that temptation. When 
she was a small girl on a big Cali- 
fornia ranch, she entertained herself 
with wonderfully impossible stories. 
Her grandmother, who wanted facts 
from children as well as adults, had 
three words for her. 

“The born liar!” she used.to say. 
Mrs. Atherton was, as it turned out, 
a born story teller, whose novels were 
read by millions. 

Another novelist whose childhood 
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imagination was followed by imagi- 
native writing known throughout the 
country was Florence Barclay. 

To this generation, her name may 
signify nothing, perhaps, besides the 
fact that it is the same as the famous 
New York street, Barclay, where you 
may find a great and splendid lot of 
rosaries and vestures and prayer 
books for sale. 

To an earlier generation, she was 
the author of “The Rosary,” read in 
hammocks and beside oil lamps from 
coast to coast.

About one child in 10 has really 
vivid imaginary playmates. Many 
more have only dimly realized as- 
sociates beyond the realm of reality.

After that, if your boy or girl Is 
normal, he or she must differentiate 
sharply between a fanciful princess 
and a real schoolteacher. 

Only, be sure as they grow older 
that they realize the dreams of early 
childhood must be left behind.

There was nothing about the backgrounds of

had made ‘a fortune factGring baking pow- 
der and the handsome: young man had no finan- 
cial .worries he graduated from Cornell in 
1900.. Nor did he have any social ambitions to 
upset his serenity. He went to live calmly and 
comfortably on President Street, in Brooklyn. 

Violet Harkness was also living quietly at 
the time, with her p4rents in a family hotel on 
Brooklyn’s Columbia Heights. But there were 
times, y after a shopping trip to Man- 
hattan, that she was réstless and unhappy with 
her surroundings. 

It was inevitable that Cornelius Tangeman 
should fall in love with her at first sight; young 
men had a habit of doing that, in Brooklyn and 
later, in ballrooms on Fifth ee and in fash- 
ionable Newport, R. I. 


THEY were married in 1904 and Tangeman pre- 

pared to live happily ever after, in Brooklyn, 
away from the glitter and pomp they could 
have had with his money and connections: Violet 
wa her campaign quietly and unobtrusively 
until,, when the couple finally moved to New 
York for keeps in 1908, Cornelius probably figured 
it was chiefly his idea. 

Life for them was happy and free from com- 
plications,,‘until Violet met G. Louis Boissevain. 

It happened at a ball in a Newport club and, 
as one witness put it later: 

“You could feel the impact across the room, 
' They made a picture never to be forgotten. 

“Violet, tall-and slim and regal in her* bear- 
ing; wearing her hair Jike a golden crown and 
her eyes shot ¢hrough with glinting sparks. 

“And Louis, tall and just as regal, ordinarily. 
But this time, he lost his composure and his 
face reddened and he spilled the punch he was 
carrying to-his partner. It’ was the first time 
Louis Boissevain was ever at a loss for words.” 

Violet Harkness Tangeman and Louis Boisse- 
vain inhabited totally different worlds until, as 
it turned out, the Brooklyn Bridge helped bring 
them together. 

He had been born in Amsterdam, scion of 
an old Holland-American family; had come to the 
United States at the age of 21, not to seek his 
fortune but'to- be accepted as friend by the Astors, 
Goulds, Belmonts and other society leaders who 
knew his background. His particular companion 
was Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. 

A few years before Cornelius Tangeman had 
claimed Violet Harkness for his bride, Boissevain 
had married Arabella Magee of Watkins, N. Y., 
and installed her in Mt. Kisco, N. Y.

Boissevain swore undying loyalty and devo- 
tion to him; and the vow was repeated, from 
the other side of the wheelchair, by Tangeman’s 
wife, more beautiful than ever in his hour of 
greatest need. 

Boissevain moved into the Tangeman home. 
Mrs. Boigsevain moved with silence and dignity 
towards a divorce which was granted without 
contest. 

The trio—Cornelius, Violet and Louis—were 
inseparable in New York and Newport. 

At the theatre, first nighters became accus- 
tomed to the wheelchair being pushed down 
the aisle by the devoted Boissevain while Mrs. 
Tangeman tucked in the rug around the with- 
ered legs of her husband. 

The better restaurants knew the threesome— 
not as three gloomy and frustrated people, but 
two handsome men and a beautiful woman shar- 
ing their little jokes, and their lives. 

Only the outsiders took time to whisper 

“How will it end, do you suppose? Something 


terrible is bound to happen.” 


[Tv IS conceivable that, as his strength failed, Tan- 

geman might have considered suicide to cheat 
the death that was 'so long coming. And the idea 
had been rejected forthwith; instead of causing 
joy and release for the two he loved, it would 
have. brought dark clouds of misery. So he lived, 
perhaps in the belief that death would summon 
him early, leaving plenty of time for the others to 
reap the rewards of their sacrifices. 

Death’ did commie comparatively early—-but not 
to Cornelius Tangeman. 

Louis Boissevain fell seriously ill in 1924. 
Again the specialists were summoned. An emerg- 
ency operation was performed to no avail.

4a WAS a drug addict. I have 

been arrested and imprisoned 

five times. My friends—even 

my husband—turned against me in 

disgust, Disgraced and despondent, 

I decided that suicide was my only 
solution. 

“Then a Power greater than my- 
self showed me how to be cured of 
the drug habit. I call the Power God 
—my interpretation of God-—-plus a 
will to make a come-back.” 

This is the confession of Actress 
Beverly Shaw, one-time Miss America 
contestant, who starred in vaudeville 
performantes and entertained au- 
diences from coast to coast during the 
1920s. Later, after becoming addict- 
ed to oe. she was classed as 
“hopeless” for 10 years. 

Yet today—at 41—tthis beautiful, 
dynamic blonde has made a remark- 
able recovery and is helping others 
find the road back ‘to healthy, normal 
lives by explaining her method af con- 
quering the craving for drugs. 

Under sponsorship of Massachu- 
setts health officials, she visits

women’s reformatories where she 

offers guidance to desperate addicts. 
A living example of the program 

she preaches, courageous Beverly 

Shaw hasn't touched dope since 1936. 
“Drug addiction is more horrible 

than a thousand torturing deaths,” 

she explains. “Yet every day more 

and more unsuspecting, devil- » 

may-care teen-agers and ether 

fun-seekers try their first 

reefer for the momen- 

tary thrill of sordid 

exhilaration. 


“From marihuana, they often pass 
on to heroin and morphine. Then 
they’re enslaved. Drug addiction is 
a disease, a mental and physical ill- 
ness. Contrary to common belief, it 
is not a hopeless habit, though. How- 
ever, it cannot be cured by patent 
medicine, or punishment. 

“Condemning the drug addict only 
increases his problem,” she _ Says. 
“Patient understanding is essential. 
It is useless to advise addicts to use 
will power alone—to snap out of it. 
Through considerate guidance won- 
ders can be accomplished by helping 
to rebuild self-confidence—-by point- 
ing out that addiction is merely an- 
other illness that can be cured.” 

Beverly Shaw daily spends hours 
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with addicts. She encourages them to 
bare their entire story to her. 

“They all want to know how I won 
my battle,” she says. “I tell them 
that the solution is complete absti- 
nence from drugs. Every morning 
upon arising the addict must pray to 
God for strength to go through the 
day and night without touching drugs. 

“I taught myself to forget about 
yesterday, because yesterday is gone 
forever and there’s no remaking the 
past. Tomorrow may never come. 
So I live for today only. By adhering 
to this day-to-day creed, addicts like 
myself can cure themselves.”

parents, Boston-born, platinum-haired 
Beverly Shaw left scheol at 15 to be- 
come a vaudeville actress, after a 
producer had seen her taking part in 
a community play. 

.Within two years she was doing 
singing and dancing solos, at top 
vaudeville billing from coast to coast. 

At 18 she was runner-up to the 
Miss Massachusetts title and later a 
candidate for Miss America honors. 

She was still in her teens when 
the Great Ziegfeld auditioned her for 
glorification in his Follies. 

“T wanted to celebrate, so our the- 
atrical gang threw a party at a New 
York hotel,” she says. “They were 
a wild crowd, and I was silly enough 
to think it was fashionable to be fast. 


“One. of the fellows had a hy 
dermic syringe filled with some kind 
of dope. He passed it around, and 
everyone was injecting the narcotic 
into themselves. ‘I was afraid to try 
it, but ashamed to be called a prude. 

“T took a shot and experienced a 
queer exhilaration.” ° 

_ Marihuana, heroin, morphine be- 
came her companions after that. “But 
always I was sure I had will power 
to overcome the habit,” she says. 

Within three months, Beverly 
Shaw was pleading for death to ghut 
out her craving for drugs. 

“Imagine a wild,» convulsing 
twiching in every nerve in your 
body,” she says. “Imagine a craving 
that would drive you to batter your 
head against iron wallis—-to tear out 
your hair, to cut the veins of your 
wrists—that’s how I was tormented 
when without drugs.” 

Unable to sleep, or eat properly, 
she was hospitalized. All forms of 
medical treatment failed, ’ 

Unable to work, she had to give 
up her career. She was banished fo 
the underworld for contacts with 
dope peddlers. She-became seclusive. 

The helpless beauty was wander- 
ing in a dark, downtown Boston alley 
—out of her head from-dope—when a 
policeman found her, arrested her. 

She was sent away for two years. 

“I almost went mad in the re- 
formatory. I craved drugs to quiet 
my quivering nerves, but my pleas 
went on deaf ears.” 

By the time her sentence expired. 
Beverly thought she was cureds* She 
met a pharmacist, and married him. 

“But I wasn’t allo to forget 
my past,” she says. “I was married 
only a short while when I was falsely 
accused of trying to blackmail a man 


and selling dope. I swore it was all 
a frame-up. But nobody, it seerhed, 
wanted to take the word of an ex- 
dope fiend. Again I was sent away.” 

Her husband obtained a divorce. 

When she was free once more, 
Beverly couldn’t obtain work. Disil- 
lusioned, she returned to the drug 
habit. Arrest followed arrest. 

“On the way to the reformatory 
for the fifth time, a _ policeman 
sneered at me the cruel words, ‘Once 
a dope fiend, always a dope fiend.’ 

“That made me angry. ‘Not in my 
case,’ I retorted. 

“In desperation from that day 
forward, I turned to God. I had never 
believed in God before. But when 
you’re down and without friends, you 
grasp out for God. Each day I would 


ask Him for strength to go the day 


without drugs. 

“It wasn’t easy. There were times 
when my craving for drugs seemed 
to overpower my determination to get 
well. ut I forced myself to realize 
that only through complete abstinence 
could I recover.” 

Her. faith and courage reborn, 
Beverly Shaw dedicated her life to re- 
habilitating hopeless addicts. 

She became editor of a newspaper 
at the Framingham and Greenfield, 
Mass., reformatories, between which 
she shuttled back and forth. She 
wrote brilliant, enlightening editorials 
on the plight of drug addicts. 

Following her release, she visited 
with Dr. Frederick J. Bailey, deputy 
health commissioner, who has spent 
more than 40 years in research on re- 
habilitating drug addicts. From him 
she gained scientific knowledge which 
has been of great help to her in re- 
habilitating addicts.

N simple medicinal form, atomic energy 

| is on the way to saving more lives than, 

in the form of bombs, it destroyed at 
Nagasaki and Hiroshima. 


From the uranium stockpile at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., radioactive iodine today is 
being produced in constantly increasing 
quantity “and flown to every part of the 
nation to meet the demand for treatment 
of persons suffering from Graves disease, 
or toxic goiter... - 


The treatment is used only for “dif- 
fuse’ goiter, in which the hormone pro- 
ducing tissues of*the thyroid gland swell 
up and become overactive throughout the 
gland, not for “nodular” goiter in which 
definite tumors grew in the gland. The 
nodular disease is treated by surgical re- 
moval of the tumorous tissues. 


The treatment is being used with good 
results in a very high percentage of cases 
—as high as 90 per cent at some clinics. 


These cases are, in layman’s language, 
‘“‘out-and-out cures;” medically speaking, 
‘‘remissions.”’: 


: 


The medical profession, always wary 
of the phrase “permanent cure,” prefers to 
refer to them as “very satisfactory.” 


Symptoms of goiter have vanished in 
the great number of cases receiving radio- 
active iodine treatment. 


And though the medical profession is 
constantly on the alert for any later harm- 
ful results, keeping apparent cures under 
observation for years, no harmful results 
have yet been noted in any case. 


In other words, from all the evidence 
so far established, a properly given small 
dose of radioactive iodine will very 
likely dispose of a diffuse goiter and, if 
it fails to do so, will cause the patient 
no harm,

Soon afterward it was produced at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, with

Today’s process at Oak Ridge is faster 
and considerably less expensive, yet the 
production is hardly sufficient to meet the 
increasing demand as the treatment be- 
comes more and more widely accepted with 
mounting indication of apparently com- 
plete cure, comparable to best deep X-ray 
therapy. 


Checking back on its own trail, The 
American Weekly recently contacted Mrs. 
Anna D. Dane, of Watertown, Mass., whose 
own story of goiter cure by radioactive 
iodine was published in the issue of June 2, 
1946. 


“I’m in the best of health—completely 
cured,’’ was her recent report, attested by 
her husband, Henry Dane, a Boston mer- 
chant. . 


Mrs. Dane, like most others who under- 
go the treatment, drank only one small 
dose of the nearly tasteless radioactive 
iodine in order to regain her health after 
she and her family had despaired of her 
life. 


Another check with some of the na- 
tion’s foremost physicians and clinicians 
shows that in some 200 cases the radio- 
active iodine treatment has been successful 
in between 80 and 90 per cent of all cases 
and that no harmful results have been 
noted when the treatment was properly 
done by experts. 


Dr. Sidney Charles, Werner, professor 
of Medicine at the Columbia College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, and the Presby- 
terian Hospital m New York; and Dr. Earle 
M. Chapman, of the Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston, have treated more than . 


150 cases. At a recent convention of radi- 
ologists in Boston their successful results 
were estimated at nine out of every ten 
patients. 


Other enthusiastic pioneers in this field 
are Dr. Mayo Hamilton Soley, professor 
of Medicine at the University of California 
Medical College in San Francisco; Dr. S. M.

Hospital, New York; Dr. J. H. Means of 
Harvard University Medical School afd 
Massachusetts General Hospital; and Dr. 
Saul Hertz of the Beth Israel Hospital, 
Boston, who with Dr. A. Roberts and Dr. 
Evans, M.I1.T. physicist, prepared an ex- 
tensive report of successful case histories 
as far back as 1942. 


One of the most recent and most au- 
thoritative reports indicating medical sci- 
ence has finally found a simple, harmless 
remedy for diffuse toxie goiter is made by 
Prof. Robert S. Stone, physician-radiolo- 
gist working with Dr. Earl Miller at Uni-

As 
Whitey Bimstein, he has become. the 
outstanding trainer and handler of 
fighters in the ring today, command- 
ing as much as $5,000 a fight. 

At the Chicago Stadium that night 
last July when Tony Zale was de- 
fending his middleweight crown for 
the second time within a year against 
Graziano, Rocky stumbled blindly to 
his corner at the end of the third 
round, a badly beaten fighter.

As the referee ‘called the club physi- 
cian to look over the contender’s 
eyes, those who had backed Rocky 
gloomily prepared to pay off. 

But, even before the official physi- 
cian had left his seat, a dead-panned 
chap of medium height with a fringe 
of blond hair around his bald pate 
was conducting a race against time. 
He bent over Rocky in his corner, 
washing out the wounds over his eyes 
and applied a coagulating agent. 

Ten or 15 seconds later when the 
doctor arrived at Graziano’s side, he 
found, not three gaping wounds that 
gushed blood but three barely dis- 
cernible lines across the brow. 

“This boy is all right,” the doctor 
told the referee. 

The rest is ring history. Given a 
“new life’ by the doctor, Rocky 
fought like a demon. In the sixth 
round “he had the aging champion in 
a bad way. The safne referee who 


‘had wanted to save Graziano _from 


slaughter at the end of the third 
stopped the fight to protect Zale. 
Rocky Graziano became the world’s 
middleweight: champion. Whitey had 
done his work. 

It was an old story for dead-pan 
Whitey. In the three decades he has 
been training and seconding boxers, 
he has converted defeat into victory 
for 12 champions or contenders by 
either bringing them back from the 
foggy precincts of dreamland or 
staunching a hemorrhage. 

Fully 50 fighters of lesser stature 


weight Champ. 


were saved from the ignominy of a 
knockout by 40-second miracles per- 
formed by Whitey. 

Forty seconds for a miracle, you 
ask? That's all a fight second has 
in which to do his work. There's a 
one-minute rest interval between 
rounds, It takes the second 10 sec- 
onds to climb into the ring and get 
in position to work over his fighter. 

Ten seconds before the intermis- 
sion is up, a warning signal sounds 
and the second must leave the ring, 
whether his man is on his toes, 
rarin’ to go or, as Mushky Jackson, 
once said, “in a deep transom.” 

Many men practice Whitey Bim- 
stein’s profession -but there aren't 
more than a dozen handlers in Amer- 
ica who really know their business, 
The average second is an ignorant 
gym hanger-on who hasn’t the faint- 
est conception of his duties and is 
more interested in his fee than in 
his client and whose unsanitary 
methods have caused blindness. 

Bimstein, having been a_ boxer 
himself once and having learned his 
present trade under such skilful han- 
dlers as the late Doc Bagley, Harry 
Lenny and Gus Wilson, is thoroughly 
grounded in all branches of the art 
of training and seconding a fighter. 

For many years he and Ray Arcel, 
another top-notcher, worked as a 
team. A few years ago, the combina- 
tion broke up and each has worked 
individually ever since. wach com- 
mands a high fee. Whitey averages 
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about $1,000, althdugh $5,000 jobs 
aren't rare. 

Bimstein and Arcel learned early 
to avoid the indiscriminate use of ~ 
collodion, a coagulating agent which 
is dangerous in the wrong hands and 
besides builds up ridges of scar tis- 
sue when used around the eyes. They 
found out that pressure and ordinary 
vaseline would heal an average cut. 

Bimstein thinks the best handling 
is done during the training period. 
If a fighter is sent into the ring in 
good condition and knows his busi- 
ness, the second will have an easy 
time of it, barring such emergencies 
as deep cuts. 

Diathermy machines, infra-red ray 
lamps and other health contraptions 
are among his stock in trade, but 
the only gadgets anyone ever sees 
Whitey with in the ring are the in- 
evitable pair of cotton-covered tooth- 
picks stuck in his mouth, a sponge 
and a bottle he pulls from his pocket 
when the need arises. 

This may contain a blood-staunch- 
ing drug or it may be a mixture of 
brandy, honey and lemon juice. 

Whitey didn’t have much school- 
ing himself but his offspring are 
brilliant students. His son Jerry, late 
of Brooklyn College, is etudying pho- 
tography. His daughter Adele teaches 
at George Washington High School 
in New York. Whitey is inordinately 
proud of her, as he well should be. 
As he explains it: “She graduated 
Hunter College, Phi Beta Kaplan.”

S the Federal Food and Drug Administra- 
A tion pieced together the sequence of events 
later, it began with Mary Smith’s halting, 
whimpering talk with her girl friend next door, 
“Just do as I tell you,” the girl friend told her, 
“See this doctor. He has something new. It’s 
painless and harmless, and you’) be all! right.” 

“T'll see him,” said Mary. 

Her appointment was for 9:30 o’clock in the 
morning, and she was on time. In his reception 
room in a Midwest city ‘all of this is federal 
record) she waited until he came to her and said 
that he was ready. 

“Come into my private office,” he said. She 
entered, and her mission was the same as that 
which will take 350,000 other desperate and terri- 
fied young women into other doctors’ private 
offices this year. 

She was feeling well, physically. She was 
healthy and normal and eager to live. But a 
terror upon her almost stifled her. She was 
afraid to bring a new life into the world, and she 
knew that ‘she would have to do this unless a 
doctor intervened. 

This doctor, in this Midwest city, was willing 
to intervene, and in an extraordinary new way. 
He used no instrument, as others in his illegal 
occupation have from days long gone by. 

On this morning, at 10 o’clock, he merely ad- 
ministered to Mary a small amount of a chemical 
compound by injection. He told her that soon 
all of her worries would be over, and he directed 
her to a near-by rooming house where he had 
made a reservation for her, as he had made reser- 
vations for others, lost in remorse, the whole 
world their derisive foe. 


MARY went to the rooming house. The land- 
lady took her to a room. Mary was restless, 
and then the pain began. She could not stand it. 
She cried out. 

“T’ll bring you some soup,” the landlady said, 
and she did. Mary grew worse. 

“T’ll bring you some coffee,” the landlady said, 
and she brought that. Mary was coughing 
strangely, and her face was a pale bluish white. 
The landlady called the doctor. 

Arriving, and seeing Mary, he summoned a 
well-reputed physician, not in this business. Mary, 
in great pain, grew worse. A little before 1 o’clock 
the other doctor came. 

The other doctor had only to glance at Mary, 
and he summoned an ambulance. The ambulance 
took her to a hospital, and physicians there gave 
her oxygen. But Mary was past the potency of 
oxygen or anything else in the world. 


- “Come Into My Private Office," a Voice 
Said, and Mary Hung Upon the Words as 
If They Were a Promise That Would

A’ few minutes after she was received at the 
hospital she died. It was half-past one in the 
afternopn, four hours after she had kept the ap- 
pointment with the man who had a remedy, safe 
and sure. _. * 

The remedy killed her. The Food and Drug 
Administration established that later. It found 
that the compound’s ingredients were a fat-free 
soft soap base combined with potassium iodide. 
Its mildest action is violent. In Mary’s case, it 
reached the blood stream and produced an acute 
heart failure. 

What was this deadly compound? How did 
this little Midwest doctor happen to have it? Who 
made it? Who vended it? What man or men 
put this agency of death into the hands of an 
obscure, unscrupulous medical practitioner? 

These were questions which, in Mary’s case, 
the Food and Drug Administration could answer 
because it had been answering similar ones in 
other cases up and down the country. 

The questions began to reach the office of 
Dr. Gordon A. Granger, gynecologist for the Ad- 
ministration, in the late 1930s, and they put into 
motion an investigation which took Dr. Granger 
and Joseph L. Maguire, senior attorney in the 
office of the general counsel, to almost every 
state in the unfon. 

They wefe piling up evidence against the 
master mind behind the distribution of the chemi- 
cal compound. They needed not a little evidence, 
but a vast amount. The federal law is so tech- 
nical that they had to plug myriad loopholes. 

“First news of the compound came to us with 
death reports,” said Dr. Granger recently. “We 
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began to receive word of you women dying 
mysteriously in the East, and ddle West, and 
West. Each one after administration of a new 
compound.” 

He and Mr. Maguire went to work, with field 
agents under them, and presently they learned 
that the death-dealing chemical was a modifica- 
tion of a remedy which had first been introduced 
in Germany. There, although successful in many 
instances, it had caused so many fatalities that 
the Federal Ministry of Interior had banned it. 

Thereafter a renegade doctor had _ slightly 
altered the formula. A new company had been 
formed, and it was an agent of this company 
which brought the peril to the United States. 

The agent was blue-eyed, blond Adolf G. 
Schickert, standing five feet 11, weighing 180; soft- 
spoken, fine-featured; a man of grace, with a de- 
gree of Doctor of Philosophy; a German citizen. 

No one could seem less furtive than he; every- 
thing aboveboard. No smoother operator ever 
said he had a cure for a young girl’s heartbreak 
and balm for the anxiety of a married woman 
who felt she should not have another child. 

He did not go directly to the public, of course; 
he was big-time; his object was to sell only at 
wholesale. In Newark, N. J., he set up a factory, 
and he began to-circularize doctors from the east- 
coast to the west. 

Shrewdly, he did not even hint that his product

could be put to illegal use by the criminal fringe 
of the medical profession. He proposed it only 
as a means at the disposal of ethical doctors who 
occasionally might use it in cases where a woman’s 
life would be at stake if she were to bear a child. 

“Safe and effective,” his literature said. 
“Simple to use.” “Recommended for therapeutic 
»rocedure.” “Highly successful in Germany, where 
its formula was perfected.” 


H* WAS referring to a formula only a little 
modified from the original formula devised by 
a German chemist who went to prison for the 
deaths of girls killed by the compound which he 


administered. He did not mention the chemist 
nor the ban on the compound in Germany. 

Orders began to come in, but not from ethical 
doctors. The professional medical law breakers 
spotted the advantages to themselves. “Safe and 
effective.” They had been waiting for something 
like this. 

They were the ones who bought, and it was 
from their dismal offices one floor up (and oc- 
casionally a bigger, luxurious establishment) that 
distraught girls and anxious wives, from coast 
to coast, soon began to walk away as patients 
having had the miraculous new chemical. 

Some walked away safe, their trouble over. 
Many walked away to their death. 

As Dr. Granger and Mr. Maguire, directing 


the Administration’s exhaustive investigation, 
came upon one tragedy after another, they per- 
ceived that the compound dealt death in two 
widely differing ways. 

One way was devastatingly quick, the heart 
failure such as seized Mary. The other was slow. 
It was in this second way that a Wisconsin school- 
teacher (federal records show) gave her life. 

Most of the women treated with the compound 
were married, the long inquiry disclosed, but 
the young schoolteacher was single. Fearing to 
go to an ethical physician, she, told her story to 
an 80-year-old renegade whose hands were so 
continuously trembling that he could not have 
performed a delicate operation. He did not hesi- 
tate, however, to accept the girl’s case. He used 
no instrument. He administered the poison. 

All seemed to go well. The simple procedure 
ended, she went to a rooming house to rest, and 
from there her fiance took her home. At home 
she grew violently ill. An ethical local doctor 
was called. He sent her to a hospital. Surgeons 
worked with him. 

They gave her 11 transfusions, but against 


the invading poison these were futile. Steadily, 
the girl grew weaker. The compound perforated 
the walls of vital organs. She fought for her 
life four weeks, and then she died of peritonitis. 

She died, and others died, and here and there, 
in one state and another, shady doctors, up for 
manslaughter, went to the penitentiary for kill- 
ing with the compound. State laws could trap 
them, and penalties ranged up to 15 years. But 
against the master mind behind the poison’s dis- 
tribution only the federal law could be invoked. 

Painstakingly, the Food and Brug men built up 
their evidence so that they might invoke that law, 
and meanwhile the tall, blond German, Schickert, 
kept on selling. His company, which had been or- 
ganized in Frankfurt, Germany, kept on manufac. 
turing in Newark. 


JN A single year, he distributed 40,000 tubes (each 

containing three doses) of the compound. The 
manufacturing cost was about 20 cents a tube. 
The price to doctors was $3.75 a tube.

The formula called for 
ments, thymol, tincture of benzoin 
in a fat-free, soft-soap base. 

It was a devil’s brew, and the Food and Drug 
investigators believe that many of the doctors 
who used it did not care. They were willing to 
risk it. They had been disreputable for years. 
Shunned by ethical medical men, they practiced 
with credentials obtained from diploma mills. 

“In only two cases we found reputable phy- 
sicians using the drug,” says Mr. Maguire. 
“They didn’t know its danger. They had it on 
hand 6nly as a therapeutic agent in cases which 
in their judgment justified its ethical use.” 

The criminal practitioners—with their bogus 
diplomas or theér falsified records—were al] that

the impostor, Schickert, needed. His business 
boomed. Two of his agents, net even loyal to 
their master, broke away and set up business 
for themselves. Two other opportunists began 
to manufacture and distribute. Then the inves- 
tigators were pitted against not one, but five, 
vendors of death. 

Why didn’t they step in, arrest these enemies 
of society and put them in prison? Under the 
law, it was not easy. They couldn’t charge mur- 
der. They couldn’t even charge manslaughter. 
The Food and Drug statute, devised to protect 
the ethical manufacturer as well as to restrict 
the criminal, is specific. 


HEY found that the one feasible basis for a 

prosecution was a single section. It prohibits 
the misbranding of a drug. It states, among its 
many paragraphs, that a “drug shall be deemed 
to be misbranded if it is dangerous to health when 
used in the dosage, or with the frequency or dura- 
tion prescribed, recommended, or suggested in 
the labeling thereof.” 

Their first necessity was to prove that the 
poison was thus misbranded and also that it was 
being shipped, illegally, across a state line. 


They began to seize shipments in interstate 
commerce. They prepared to show that even if 
doctors followed manufacturers’ instructions, the 
compound was “dangerous to health.” They did 
it with unwavering thoroughness. 

They rounded up witnesses as if they were 
working up evidence for a murder trial. They 
interviewed convicted physicians in penitentiaries. 
They got the stories of rooming house keepers to 
whom physicians had sent patients. Legitimate 
doctors who had been summoned in emergency by 
renegades talked to them. Hospital authorities 
carried case histortfes on a little farther. Nurses 
gave their bit. 

Finally, there were the data of the toxicologists 

and the coroners’ reports. 

Slowly and certainly, they wéve what they 
hoped would be an unbreakable web around the 
tall, polished German and the others who had fol- 
lowed his ruthless lead, 

One convicted practitioner told them he had 
acted in the cases of 1,500 young women. Officers 
entered the home of another with a search warrant 
and found 400 unused tubes of one variety of 
the poison and in the bedroom of the criminal’s 
wife 57 empty tubes. 


CHICKERT must have known all along that he 

could depend on such as these. Conscienceless, 
they were willing to flout both the |; ws of men 
and the laws of the spirit. They thought of the 
cash returns. 

So. did Schickert. He preyed on their cupidity 
just as they preyed on the fear of their patients. 

The Food and Drug men knew this, and they 
knew that to banish the poison they must stop 
the source of supply. ‘They must crush both 
Schickert and his manufacturing imitators. 

They were patient. They waited until their 
evidence was mountainous. ‘Then they struck, 

They brought condemnation suits first, asking 
that seized shipments be“*destroyed, and drawing 
out the evidence of the defense; then they began 
injunction actions to stop the sale of products. 

Finally, they struck, with criminal action 
against distributors. 

Their victory was overwhelming. Three de- 
fendants went to a federal penitentiary. In two 
other cases fines were imposed, Against Schickert, 
their major defendant, they built their greatest 
case—and found they did not have to present it. 

The stage of the trial was set in Newark. 
Government witnesses were called from as far 
away as the West Coasts Schickert (interned as 
an enemy alien after Pearl Harbor) was defiant 
almost to the end. Then he was shrewd enough 
to see that the long, deadly game was up. Ab- 
ruptly, he pleaded guilty. 

His sentence was 18 months. Serving his time, 
he emerged last year to find his business stamped 
out, and deportation proceedings confronting him.

No passenger went hungry. 

This is just one example of the 
resourcefulness of railroad dine: 
stewards throughout the country 
when the welfare of their charges is 
threatened. The suave gentleman 
who escorts you to a dining-car seat 
is much more:than the custodian of 
your food en route. 

He is prepared to meet all emer- 
gencies to see not only that your 
gastronomical needs are fulfilled, but 
that you suffer no discomfort'‘or em- 
barrassment if it can be avoided.

Te Decadence

NE HUNDRED years from 
now, assuming there are still 


attics, there will be a stack of! 
dusty paintings on the floor, paint 
ings which once hung in the old 
fashioned, air. conditioned houses ol! 
1948. Obviously, they will no longer 
appear “modern.” Time will have 
taken care of that. 

The antique hunter of the future 
will be at some pains to explain to 
his friends what the art signifies, as 
do the collectors of today. Just why 
art should have to be explained is 
something of a mystery. Perhaps the 
truth of the matter was best stated 
by one of London’s most famous art 
critics, in analyzing the pictures of 
Picasso. 

He described them as 
magic, no more no less,” adding that 
“black magic is also the cult of per- 
sonal power and fame goes with it.” 
The critiq was close to the mark 
however startling it may sound. 

For some time now, the more 
shrewd observers of the weird dis- 
torted paintings and the twisted tor- 
tured sculpture that are called modern 
art have known that thé whole thing 
was nothing more or less than a re- 
vival of the distorted and tortured 
fetishes and masks, used ‘in tribal 
jungle. ceremonies by witch doctors. 

The story begins, in the 19th 
century. Kings and aristocracy, al- 
ways the rich patrons of artists, had 
fallen from power.~ The new middle 
classes born of the Industrial Revolu- 
tion ran the show. 

Intent on science and progress, 
these newcomers had no taste for 
palaces and pompous portraiture. 
Artists became unemployable. 

It so happened that the 19th 
century scientists, tracing the history 
of mankind, began to explore primi- 
tive life. From Africa, the Arctic, 
and the islands of the Pacific, they 
brought back to Europe the masks and 
fetishes, the totem poles and ivory 
carvings, and the painted ceremonial! 
objects used by the witch doctors. 

The witch doctors used very sim- 
ple methods to create a belief in their 
magic powers. 

Their first problem was to rivet 
the attention of their audience, and 
they knew that nothing holds atten- 
tion so much as a familiar object in 
wild distortion. Accordingly, they 
took something as ordinary as a 
man’s face and by carefully guarded 
formulas turned it into a monstrosity 
of a mask. 

The effect was spectacular. The 
audience was fascinated and awed. 
They believed implicity in the super- 
natural powers of the witch doctors. 

The unemployed artists lest no 
time in turning these magic tricks to 
their advantage. A group of German 
artists were the first to make use of 
these magic tricks'as long ago as the 
turn of the century. 

The artists took an everyday 
scene in German life—a fishing boat, 
a street, or a man’s face——-and by dis- 
torting them almost beyond recogni- 
tion and depicting them in incongru- 
ous and shocking colors, they stopped 
the gallery-goer dead in his track. 

While the spectator stood confused 
and hypnotized at seeing his familiar 
world so dislocated, he was told that 
what he saw was the result of a new 
supernatural vision of “genius,” a 
vision unattainable by lesser mortals. 
It was the identical process used by 
the witch doctors. 

This was only the beginning, how. 
ever, for once the artists had the clue 
to the secrets of the primitive magi- 
cians, they went on to utilize and 
bring back into popular belief all the 
ii aga superstitions of occult- 
sm. 

The «greatest collection of this 
occult lore had been gathered to- 
gether by a Russian necromancer 
named Helena Petrovna Blavatsky 
who died in 1891. 

Madame Blavatsky was an implicit 
believer in magic, a belief not shared, 
however, by the Psychical Research 
Society who denounced her as one of

Regardless of this exposure, mod- 
ern artists are among Madame Bla- 
vatsky’s devoted followers. Kandin- 
sky, the abstract painter and one of 
the founders of modern art, was an 
avowed Blavatsky fan.

father, Dan. Mrs, Mills meanwhile 
lighted the coal oil lamps in the sit- 
ting room and kitchen. 

The illumination revealed that 
‘arious drawers had been opened 
and that trinkets and papers littered 
the floor, 

,Mrs. Mills then proceeded into the downstairs 
bedroom.

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Hall Lehman had breathed her last. She had been 
shot once in the temple. 

As for her 26-year-old husband, besides the 
gunshot wounds, he had sustained several knife 
cuts on his chest and a bruise on the right fore- 
head. He recovered to tell his story. 

He said that he and Grace had spent the 
previous day, Sunday, at a family reunion at 
Swanton, then returned home at about dusk. 

“Neither of us felt like eating,” he said, “so 
we sat around playing the phonograph until abgut 
8. Then we went to bed. 

“I got up several times during the night. The 
last time, while I was in the back yard, I heard 
a noise in the barn—sounded as though a horse 
was down. I went over to the barn, and right 
away noticed that the big sliding doors were half 
open, whereas I had left them open only about 
eight inches. I did that so our young collie 
could get in.” 

He said he started to enter the barn, and as 
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he did so three men attacked him. One hit. him... 


with a club of some kind, but it was, a glancmg 
blow and he had managed to remainson his feet. 

“I tried to reach my. car, only a few feet 
away in the barn—I wanted to switch on the 
lights. But they. knocked me down and put a 
handkerchief over my mouth so I couldn't talk. 
They told me they had been drafted for the 
army, that they were due to leave tomorrow, 
and that they weren't going without money. 

“They also said they weren’t going to leave 
me behind, either.” 


(He referred to the circumstance that he and 
Lehman Sr. had not exhibited much enthusiasm 
over the idea of fighting Germany.) 

Lehman went on to relate that. his assailants 
had taken his pocketbook, containing some $20, 
then roduced a rope. 

ey said they were going to hang me. That 
triahaaned me so.much that I was able to break 
loose and run. I was heading;for the house when 
I heard two shots and felt the bullets hit me. 
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They knocked me down. 

“T dragged myself toward-the Mills place. I 
shouted for help, end then I lost consciousness.” 

Lehman said he had cashed a milk check for 
$55 on Saturday. He’d put some of the money 
in a secret drawer in the buffet, hich gave 
evidence of having been ransack Sheriff 
Boone found about $35 in ‘the drawer. 


Meanwhile, neighbors had arrived from miles" 


around. They trooped about the rooms, fingered 
the furniture, gazed wide-eyed at Grace Lehman, 
lying on her bed in that curiously straight ar- 
rangement of her limbs. 

Before long there were so many fingerprints 
in and about the house, and such a congestion 
of footprints in the barnyard, that Sherlock 
Holmes would have thrown up his gaunt hands. 

Long a farmer himself, the sheriff applied 
his Knowledge and experience to the problem 
of solving the night’s strange events. 

In his inspection he noticed that a staple had 
been pulled out of the chicken coop door, that a 
pair of pinchers lay near by; also a gunny sack 
such as chicken thieves might utilize. 

In the barn, site of the attack, he saw a 15- 
foot length of rope dangling from a rafter. It 
had been fixed with a slip knot, as if in prepara- 
tion for a hanging.

Next, Sheriff Boone asked the three doctors 
if they cOuyuld contribute anything toward the Sso- 
lution of his problem. Their reports were inter- 
esting but to some extent contradictory. 

Dr. Lewis C. Cosgrove, the family physician, 
said he had arrived at the house at 3:20 a.m. 

Mrs. Lehman being now dead, he had cleansed 
the husband's wounds and taken the usual pre- 
cautions against tetanus. 

“IT do not believe that Mrs. Lehman was shot 
while lying in her bed,” he said. 

Dr. H. E. Brailey agreed with him. Both 
pointed out that little blood had been found on 
the pillows or bedclothes. Yet, from the loca. 
tion of the wound, it did seem as if the shot 
had been fired from above. 

Dr. Park S. Bishop, county coroner, who had 
removed the .22 caliber bullet, argued that the 
paucity of blood could not be cited as an Iindica- 
tion that she had not been shot in her bed. He 
pointed out that the temple region is one por- 
tion of the scalp which has fat or. muscular 
tissue. Because of this, blood vessels in the area 
would stop bleeding much quicker than in other 
parts of the scalp. 

“It would seem to me,” he added,

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external covering of the brain, being a fibrous 
tissue, would prevent blood from getting out.” 

During that first morning of the investigation, 
County Surveyor Morton S. Griffin made a de. 
tailed layout of the property, giving particular 
attention to distances. 

Griffin's measurements included these: 

The house fronted on a lane that ran east 
from Angola road, 300 feet from ‘the barn. 

A BRICK outbuilding stood 40 feet back of the 
house, and 30 feet back of this.was another 
outbuilding. 

“It would have been closer for you to have 
entered the barn by a side door,” said Sheriff 
Boone after he had studied the layout, “Why 
didn’t you, Fred?” 

Lehman explained that he went in the front 
way because his car was there. He had intended 
to switch on the lights to see if a horse was 
down in his Stall. 


“Here’s ,another thing,” said Boone. “The 
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Mills dog was tied up in their back yard. *And 
you had a collie. But nobody heard a dog bark.” 

“Well, I know I didn’t,” said Fred. 

“Maybe the dogs knew the visitors,” the of- 
ficer suggested. 

“Probably did, sheriff.” 

Oscar Mills, elder of the two Mills boys, had 
been to Toledo that Sunday night, Boone learned. 
He had hitched his horse at Swanton, then taken 
a ride. His return train had reached the station 
at 12:33 a. mf, and he and two companions had 
then headed homeward. 

“IT walked the horse the last quarter of a 
mile, then fed it,” said Oscar. “It must have 
been at least 2 o'clock before I went to bed.” 

However, he had fallen asleep at once, so his 
story didn’t seem to be of much help. 

Boone again addressed Fred Lehman: 

“Studying Mort’s layout here,” he said, “I note 
that you were never farther away from Grace 
than 200 feet. Yet you say you did not hear the 
shot that killed her.” : 

“Don’t forget, sheriff,” said Lehman, “that I 
was half conscious myself at that time. I might 
have heard it, but I don’t remember it at this 
time.” 

Sheriff Boone talked—or rather listened—-to 
various neighbors, knowing that when a murder 
happens in a rural community 
usually function as excellent adjuncts to justice. 

Thus Leo and Ajcy Fenton came into the 
picture. 

The Fentons lived in a small house on a rented 
50-acre tract within a mile of the Lehman place. 
They had been married nine years and had a 
daughter. Fred and Leo had been boyhood chums; 
Grace and Alcy had known each other all their lives. 

A few months before the tragedy, Fred had 
purchased a car, and gince the Fentons possessed 
only a horse and buggy, the Lehmans had been 
taking the Fentons to the’ meeting of a lodge 
every other Thursday night, and to town almost 
every Saturday night. 


N AUG. 13, a month before her death, Grace 

had gone to Edgerton to visit relatives, and 
had remained four days. On that same Aug. 13, 
Fred had driven to the Fenton place to buy some 
oats. 

“Leo Fenton, busy with his own chores, had 
directed Mrs. Fenton to help Fred sack the grain. 
“They were a long while at it,” a neighbor told 
the sheriff. 

Another neighbor told of a huckleberrying 
jaunt during which Fred “stuck to Alcy like bark 
to a tree.” A third deseribed a social at which 
the two chased each other around the church 
“putting ice cream down each other's back.” 

The Albert Robassers told of a trip to Swan- 
ton while Grace was away visiting. uring. this 
trip, they had seen Fred kiss Alcy, they declared. 

Sheriff Boone called on Alcy Fenton. She par- 
ried his questions for an hour, then began to 
give some pertinent information. 

On the night Grace had left for Edgerton, 
Fred had called at her home and suggested that 
they go to Maumee, picking up the Robassers 
on the way. She, Fred and Leo had started 
out, ard when they encountered a broken bridge 
just before reaching the Robasser home, Leo had 
got out and said he would get the Robassers. 

Thus she and Fred had been alone in the car 
for 20 minutes, 

“He kissed me and embraced me,” she sald, 
“and told me that he loved me better than his 
wife.” 

Leo had come back with the information that 
the Robassers had company. So they had re. 
sumed their journey to Maumee, where Fred 
plied Leo with beer until he was befuddled. 
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the neighbors: 


Fn route home, he’ spread himself out on 
the rear seat and went to sleep. Alcy said that 
Fred put his arm around her and caressed her 
all the way home, 

“Or rather, most of the way, “ she amerided, 
“because at one time Leo struck a match.” 

Fred found occasion to visit the Fenton home 
almost every day, she continued. One evening they 
drove to church, and Fred sat at the end of a 
pew next to her, All during the sermon he kept 
Whispering thal he loved .her, 

A week before Grace’s death, she and Fred 
drove into Swanton to shop. Grace went to visit 
her folks, and Fred drove up and down Main st. 
until he spied Mrs. Fenton standing in front of a 
drug store. 

“He signaled to me and I came over to his 
car,” she related. “He asked me to meet him 
across fhe railroad tracks. I did so, and we drove 
out into the country.” 

She said they stopped in a secluded spot. 

Forty-five minutes later they were back in 
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town. Fred rejoined Grace, Alcy her husband. 

“T asked Fred what Grace would do if she 
found out,”’ Mrs. Fenton said. “He replied that he 
didn’t care, that Grace’s health was bad, and she 
wouldn’t live long, anyway.” 

Meanwhile, a chemist had been examining the 
clothes Fred Lehman wore on the fatal night. He 
reported that the bullets had been fired from not 
more than a foot away into the front of his clothes, 
although he had, according to his story, been gen 
ning away from his assailants at the time. 

Also, the murder gun was found on Tuesday 
morning by Clyde Hall, brother of the victim. He 
came into the Lehman barnyard just as the sun 
was rising, and noticed a reflection on something 
bright underneath the milk house, which was on 
stilts, It proved to-be a .22 caliber revolver. 


THE gun, bearing the manufacturer’s number 
37337, had been sold between Aug. 1, 1916, and 
April 1, 1917, at a store in Delta, a town mid-way 
between Swanton and Wauseon. The seller could 
not identify Lehman as the purchaser, but Sheriff 
Boone thought it unlikely that a robber would 
carry a gun of such small caliber, and then, hav- 
ing used it, tuck it away under an’ outbuilding. 

Late that same “Tuesday; Grace Lehman was 
buried. Fred sat in his car with his parents and 
sister while the body was lowered into its grave. 

The gravediggers began to shovel in the earth. 
The crowd did not leave, for they’d heard a report 
that, as soon as the ceremony was over, there 
would be an arrest. 

Finally Sheriff Boone and Deputy John Mc- 
Quillan approached the Lehman car. 

“Fred, we’re going to take you to Wauseon,” 
said Boone. | 

Lehman had nothing to say in reply. 

The officers helped him out of the automobile 
and he limped to the police car, 

At his trial, the prosecution charged that Leh- 
man killed his wife because she was in the way 
of his infatuation for Alcy Fenton. Had he gotten 
away with this crime, the state intimated, then 
Leo Fenton would have been the next to go. 

The defense denied everything. It held that the 
.22 gun had been planted under the milk house. 

Aley and Leo Fenton both testified. Leo sub- 
stantiated his wife’s story to a certain extent. He 
said he had become suspicious of Fred and 
thought he saw him kiss Alcy on the way to 
Maumee. He said he pretended to get drunk “to 
see how far they would go on the way home.” 

“IT lighted a match,” he said, “as a warning that 
they had better stop.” 


HILE Coroner Bishop was testifying, one of 
the jury of farmers suddenly asked: 

“From the appearance of those tracks in front 
of the barn, were they such as to indicate that a 
man was fighting for his life?” 

Judge Fred H. Wolf did not permit a reply. 

“What,” asked another juror, “would be the 
object of robbers laying Grace Lehman’s body out 
straight on the bed?” 

Again no answer was allowed. 

The jury deliberated 41 hours, and reached a 
verdict on Jan. 4, 1918, ~ 

Fred Lehman faced them smiling. 

The verdict was guilty with life imprisonment. 

He behaved himself in the state penitentiary at 
Columbus, with the result that on Jan, 3, 1935, Gov. 
George White commuted his sentence to 25 years. 

With accredited time this called for his im 
mediate release and he emerged from prison a 
much older and wiser man.

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CHINESE RICE 
By HENRY CLIVE 


BACK in the early ’30s I was out: visiting my brother 
in Shanghai where he was the principal doctor for 


over 20 years in the International Settlement. 


His name 


was Bill O’Hara, which is my family name, and although 
my family is as Irish as Paddy’s pig I know how to cook 


Chinese Rice. 

My brother had a Num. 
ber One boy named Eddie 
Wong who, although he was 
a wonderful cook and a 
fine fellow, did not want 
anybody around the kitchen 
when he was on the job. 
However, I finally managed 
to get a few of his best 
recipes. 

As so many people, who 
are fairly good cooks other. 
wise, seem to have diffi- 
culty in preparing rice as 
you get it in the Chinese 
restaurants, I am going to 
take this opportunity that 
my old Alma Mater, The 
American Weekly, has so 
kindly granted me, to pass 
along this simple and effi- 
cient way of preparing rice 
a la Chinese. 

First you need some con- 
tainers- in which you are 
going to serve the rice on 
the table, as .the rice is 
cooked right in these indi- 
vidual . containers. They 
should be a little taller than 
an ordinary teacup, some- 
thing like the shape of a 
glass tumbler.

ix YOU haven’t bought a 
new iron for some #ime, 
you will be glad to know 
that a number of improve- 
ments have been added to 
the new models which make 
the task of ironing an 
easier one. 


A Few Fundamentals 


EFORE you look at the 
new gadgets, remember 

there are several old stand- 
by tests to try when you 
make your selection, 

First of all, the iron 
should feel right to you— 
can you lift it easily? Is 
the handle comfortable to 
hold? Most irons weigh 
between three and six 
pounds. A _ six-pound iron 
is a pretty heavy affair, and 
the weight is not needed 
for a good ironing job if 
you regulate your heat and 
dampen your clothes prop- 
erly. A four-pound iron 
seems to be the most popu- 
lar weight, but buy accord- 
img to your own preference. 

Don’t forget the conveni- 
ent, light-weight folding 
irons for traveling. These 
fold away into small cases 
which are easily packed. At 
the same time, they have a 
completely adequate iron- 
ing surface. 

When you are testing the 


iron for weight, test it also. 


for balance. It should stay 
in a level position when 
picked up with the fingers 
midway along the handle. 
Of course, you want your 
iron to be safe. Most of 
them are these days, but, 
just to be sure, check to see 
that both cord and iron 
have the.seal of Underwrit- 
ers Laboratories on them. 


New Features 


LL .of the new irons 
have easy-to-read tem- 
perature control dials which 
can be Set to the proper 
heat for every fabric. 
Other features, which ap- 
pear on one or more of the 
new irons, include a light 
which goes on _ indicating 
that the iron is ready to 
use; double thumb. rest for 
right or left-handed use; 
light, all-aluminum_ con- 
struction; self-lifting device 
which makes it unnecessary 
to pick the iron up; both 
ends of soleplate tapered 
for easy forward or back- 
ward ironing; cool handle; 
headlight on the front; 
swivel cord which cannot 
kink or tangle; and a cord- 
less iron which heats from 
a thermostat-controlled 
base. 


Steam Irons 
F YOU do a great deal of 
pressing at home, or a lot 
of your own -dressmaking, 
it is a great advantage to 
own a steam iron. Several 
irons are on the market at 
the present time which can 
be used for dry ironing, or 
¢an be switched over to 
steam. 
Care 
B* sure iron is completely 
cool before putting it 
away.
